Suicide of Sixteen College 
Youths Laid to “Loose 
Thinking” of Profs. 


CHICAGO, MAR. 28, (LP.A.)— 
Sixteen college students have com- 
mitted suicide since the first of the 
year, according to newspaper re- 
ports during the last ten weeks. 

In widely separated sections of the 
country, students ‘efihar wondered 
what self-destruction would be like 
or killed themselves to escape dif- 
ficulties with life. 

Various conjectures have been 
reached, some blaming the suicides 
on the power of suggestion, while 
others blame them entirely upon lurid 
stories in daily newspapers. 

Prominent churchmen, _ lending 
little credence to the “power of sug- 
gestion” explanation, are certain 
that “loose thinking” on the campuses 
is responsible. They aver that uni- 
yersity professors, instead of impres- 
sing religious influence upon their 
students, actually encourage them 
in atheism. 

It is probable that a national con- 
ference of church and university 
leaders will be held shortly to discuss 
the situation.

OvE of the latest developments of the X-ray makes it feasible 
to detect forged ‘antiques and faked old-masters. The 

. powerful rays are able to penetrate the surface finish and 
discover the workmanship beneath. 

Experts say that a painting that is not. what it pretends 
to be may thus be easily discovered. If a copyist made the 
picture, his preliminary sketches were apt to be uncertain, and 
changed from time to time in order to give the finished pro- 
duct the details‘of the original. 

In the same way can faked furniture and fabrics be de- 
tected. Beneath the surface the raw material may be founnd, 
and its genuineness tested. 

What if this x-ray machine be turned on humans with 
the same effectiveness?
